faqa pays Marubeni US$320m for Carib assets 


Taqa and Marubeni have 
closed the joint venture deal 
that gives the United Arab 
Emirates company a stake in 
the Caribbean energy market, 
for US$320 million. 

Taqa now owns 40 per cent 
of Jamaica Public Service 
Company in equal partnership 
with Marubeni Caribbean, 
which also now owns 40 
per cent while the Jamaican 
government retains its minority 
interest of 20 per cent. 

Taqa said its 40 per cent of 
JPS, which also operates six 
hydro-electric plants, expands 
its downstream business into 
sustainable energy source. 

Taqa, which disclosed the value 
of the deal in a statement posted 
on its website dated Sunday, 
did not offer a breakdown of 
the price paid for its half of 
Marubeni’s Caribbean holdings 
under the 50:50 partnership 
struck by the two companies. 
The deal covers four electricity 
transmission and distribution 
businesses in Jamaica, the 
Bahamas, Trinidad and Tobago 
and Curagao. 

Generation capacity 

The businesses have a combined 
generation capacity of 2,300 
MW. 

Japanese company Marubeni 
acquired pieces of the 
businesses in 2007 as follows: 
Grand Bahama Power Company 
in Grand Bahama - 55.4 per 
cent equity 

Jamaica Public Service 
Company which owns and 
operates 10 generating facilities, 
including six hydroelectric 
plants - 80 per cent equity. 
PowerGen, an independent 
power producer that supplies 
80 per cent of total electricity 
demand in Trinidad & Tobago 
- 39 per cent equity. 

Curasao Utilities Company 
N.V. which supplies electricity, 
steam and water to the Island 
Refinery operated by Petroleos 
de Venezuela, SA - 25.5 per 
cent equity. 

Operational role 

Taqa’s role is operational, 
with its 50 per cent interest 
represented at the board level 
at each facility and holding key 
management positions. 

Taqa said the partnership 
expands its power assets to 
11,650 MW from 10,500 MW; 
and extends the company’s 
energy value chain to power 
transmission and distribution. 
“The closing of the transaction 
marks an important milestone 
in Taqa’s global operations,” 
said Peter Barker-Homek, chief 


executive officer of Taqa, in a 
company statement. 

“This transaction demonstrates 
our strategic objective to deliver 
profitable growth in new and 
existing markets.” 

First step 

This deal, Barker-Homek 
indicated, is just the first step 
in Taqa’s plan to broaden its 
footprint in the Caribbean, 
through “acquisitions that offer 
stable cash flows”, he said. 
“The joint venture with 
Marubeni enhances our existing 
diversified energy portfolio and 


will act as a platform to explore 
multiple opportunities through 
long-term investment in the 
region.” 

This year, the company has 
budgeted capital expenditures 
of US$300 million to US$500 
million, Reuters reported, 
quoting Barker-Homek, but 
says the final spend is dependent 
on the movements in crude oil 
prices. 

Taqa’s principal activities 
include power generation, 
water desalination and oil and 
gas production and storage.Q

NEC to upgrade Pan-American 
cable for eleven telcos 

Japan’s NEC Corporation has signed a contract 
with a purchaser consortium of eleven telecoms 
carriers for upgrading the Pan-American Cable 
System, which connects the west coast of South 
America and the Caribbean through Panama. 
The eleven purchasers are: AT&T (US), Telmex 
(Mexico), CANTV (Venezuela), Cable & Wireless 
Panama, Embratel (Brazil), Ecuador’s Corporacion 
NacionaldeTelecomunicaciones(CNT), Entel Chile, 
Telefonica Colombia, SETAR (Aruba), Antelecom 
and Cable Andino. The Pan-American Cable 
System was first installed in 1999, and the upgrade 
will give a boost to regional capacities of multiple 
lOGbps wavelengths. The work is scheduled to be 
completed by the end of 2009.□ 

Mott MacDonald brings 
Caribbean renewables 
project to financial close 

Mott MacDonald 4 s role as Lender’s Technical Adviser on 
a major renewable energy project on the Caribbean Island 
of Bonaire has come to fruition as the project has reached 
financial close. 

Mott MacDonald was commissioned by Rabobank last year 
to provide due diligence to identify any key risks during 
construction and operation of the project. In addition, Mott 
MacDonald’s team was required to propose, in conjunction 
with the project team, suitable actions for mitigating any 
risks identified. 

This hybrid renewables project comprises a wind-diesel 
system which is to be the sole electricity supplier of the 
Island of Bonaire under a 15 year Power Purchase Agreement 
(PPA). The system includes 12 Enercon E-44 wind turbines 
providing an output of 10 MW and five MAN diesel 
generating units giving 14 MW of electricity to be controlled 
by a Power Management System. Initially the diesel engines 
will use heavy fuel oil but they have been designed to offer 
the option to switch to biodiesel in the future to help fulfil the 
aim of providing the Island of Bonaire with 100% renewable 
energy. The project was developed by Evelop, which will 
also be the owner and operator of the plant.Q

The Dutch Ministry of 
Education, Culture and 
Science OCW will take 
over complete responsibility 
for education on Bonaire, 
St. Eustatius and Saba at 
the start of the school year 
2010/2011. 

The catching up programme 
for FBE and the distribution 
of school books and other 
educational material, 

including material facilities 
such as school buses, were 
high priority. Another high 
priority was the solving of 
urgent problems relating to 
school buildings. 

The Ministry of OCW 
planned to start executing 
the plan in the first quarter of 
2009 after consultation with 
the Island Governments. 
The Association of Dutch 
Municipalities VNG was 
assisting to screen the 


education departments on the 
three islands, also referred to 
as the BES. 

The plan detailed a number 
of general actions in the 
area of education. An 
improvement trajectory 
will be drawn up for every 
school, professionalism of 
teachers will be improved, as 
well as the professionalism 
of school managements and 
boards, and better facilities 
will be realised for pupils 
that need extra care. 

The Dutch Government was 
making available some 12 
million euros for 2009 and 
2010 to invest in education on 
the BES islands, which will 
become a so-called “public 
entity” of the Netherlands 
in the near future. Funds 
from the budget of Kingdom 
Relations will be transferred 
to the education budget of 
OCW. 

Bijleveld-Schouten had 
written the letter to the 
Second Chamber on March 
17, 2009, in response to 
Parliament’s request for 
information on investments 
that were needed to tackle 


the problems in education on 
the BES islands. The Dutch 
Inspection of Education 
pointed out these problems 
during a visit to the islands 
last year. 

The Inspection did not 
paint a very pretty picture 
of the state of education on 
the three islands. Primary 
schools on Bonaire and St. 
Eustatius scored insufficient. 
Only on Saba, primary 
education was considered to 
be at an acceptable level. The 
supply of education material, 
the differentiation and the 
counselling of pupils was 
deemed insufficient. The 
inspectors found that pupils 
had a poor command of the 
Dutch language. 

The Dutch Inspection of 
Public Housing, Physical 
Planning and Enviro nm ent 
VROM stumbled on asbestos 
in roofs of schools on the 
BES islands. 

As a result of these findings, 
the Dutch Government will 
invest in better housing for 
schools to create a safer and 
healthier environment for 
pupils. □

NEW YORK (Reuters) 
- Stocks rose for a second 
straight day on Thursday on 
continued optimism the U.S. 
recession may be easing, as 
fourth-quarter economic data 
and weekly jobless claims that 
were in line with expectations 
kept the focus on positive 
signs earlier in the week. 
Standouts in the broad run-up 
included shares of Best Buy 
(BBY.N), up 12 percent to 
$37.49 after the electronics 
retailer’s quarterly profit 
topped estimates and its yearly 
outlook boosted optimism 
about consumer spending. 


Leading discount retailer 
Wal-Mart Stores Inc (WMT. 
N) was among the top boosts 
on the Dow, rising more than 
2 percent to $52.80, while 
the S&P retail index (.RLX) 
gained nearly 5 percent. 

Big cap technology stocks 
pushed the Nasdaq into 
positive territory for the year, 
with Apple Inc (AAPL.O) 
leading the charge, up 2.7 
percent to $109.39. Some 
analysts say the technology 
sector will be among those 
leading an up-turn in the 
economy. 

“We have had some positive 
news in the economy in 


terms of the housing sector,” 
said Craig Hester, CEO of 
Hester Capital Management 
in Austin, Texas, referring to 
data on Wednesday showing a 
rebound in new home sales. 
“Sentiment has noticeably 
improved from where it was. 
I don’t think in my career I’d 
ever heard people have the 
fear in their voices that I was 
hearing.” 

Recent better-than-expected 
housing and retail sales 
data has given rise to hopes 
that the recession-stricken 
economy is starting to show 
signs of life.

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Crude closes above $54 for first time this year

NEW YORK - Oil prices hit a 
new high for the year Thursday 
and retail gasoline rose above 
$2 per gallon for the first time 
since November as investors 
wagered that there would be a 
new run on crude stocks. 
Benchmark crude for May 
delivery rose $1.58 to settle 
at $54.34 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 

In London, Brent prices rose 
$1.71 to settle at $53.46 abarrel 
on the ICE Futures exchange. 
Gas prices rose 2.3 cents a 
gallon overnight to a new 
national average of $2,009 per 
gallon, according to auto club 
AAA, Wright Express and Oil 
Price Information Service. 
Pump prices are 10.9 cents 
higher than a month ago, but 
$1,252 lower than the same 
period last year. 

Gas prices last hit $2 on Nov. 
20 . 

Analysts have struggled to 
explain the recent surge in 
energy prices, especially as 
reports continue to pour out 
from the federal government 
showing that the U.S. economy 
is shrinking and its oil 
inventories are bloated with 
surplus crude. 

Investors seem to have shrugged 
off the government data and 
have been bidding up prices 
on the expectation of a future 
shortage of crude oil, analysts 
said. 

Stephen Schork, an analyst and 
trader, said a lot of investors are 
getting swept into a new run on 
oil stocks even though there is 
little to support rising prices. 
“With global demand in 
the doldrums and the world 
swimming in oil, the current 
price run in oil is an aberration,” 
Schork said in his daily oil 
report. “We do not think it will 
last... in a logical world.” 

Tom Kloza, publisher and 
chief oil analyst at Oil Price 
Information Service, said the 
traders are jumping to oil now, 
but it won’t be like last year. 
“This is not the beginning of 
the next great oil price shock,” 
Kloza said. 

The price of gasoline, however, 
is traveling along more 
traditional lines. 

Gas prices usually increase 
in the spring as refiners slow 
down production to get ready 
for a summer gas blends, and 
gas is actually cheaper now than 
it was at the same point in the 
previous four years. Kloza said 
the recession will keep prices 
low as manufacturers retrench 


and millions of laid off people 
no longer commute to work. 
“We’re on the trajectory where 
prices will top out between 
$2 and $2.25 a gallon in most 
markets,” he said. 

On Thursday, the federal 
government said the economy 
shrank at a 6.3 percent pace 
at the end of 2008, the worst 
showing in a quarter-century. 
And first-time claims for 
unemployment benefits last 
week rose to a seasonally 
adjusted 652,000 from the 
previous week’s revised figure 
of 644,000. 

The total number of people 
claiming benefits jumped 
to 5.56 million, higher than 
economists’ projections of 5.48 
million, and a ninth straight 
record-high. 

Meanwhile, the Energy 
Information Administration 
said that U.S. stores of natural 
gas rose last week despite 
expectations for a drop, and 
stockpiles remained well above 
historical levels. 

Heavy industry, which has 
slashed spending and cut its 
work force, is a major consumer 
of natural gas. 

Natural gas inventories held in 
underground storage in the lower 
48 states rose by 3 billion cubic 
feet to about 1.65 trillion cubic 
feet for the week ended March 
20, the report said. Analysts had 
expected a draw of between 5 
billion to 10 billion cubic feet, 
according to a survey by Platts, 
the energy information arm of 
McGraw-Hill Cos. 

OPEC countries have been 
trying for several months to 
squeeze off crude production in 
hopes of driving up oil prices. 
Members want to cut production 
by 4.2 million barrels per day. 
Tanker tracker Oil Movements 
reported Thursday that OPEC 
is getting closer to its goal. 
Shipments from members 
of the Organization of the 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
are expected to drop another 
430,000 barrels per day for the 
four-week period ended April 4, 
Oil Movements reported. 

U.S. inventories continue to 
expand, but many analysts are 
forecasting tight supplies in the 
future as economies stabilize, 
and the world works off its 
surplus of crude. 

A plunge in oil exploration 
will make it even tougher to 
quench the world’s appetite for 
petroleum in the future, experts 
said. 

“But that’s still several years 
away,” said Andrew Lipow, 
president of Lipow Oil 


Associates. By cutting so much 
production, OPEC and other 
oil producers have the ability 
to meet even a huge jump in 
demand, he said. 

Christoffer Moltke-Leth, head 
of sales trading at Saxo Capital 
Markets in Singapore, predicted 
that oil will be capped around 
$55 a barrel, and could fall 
as low as $43 a barrel, over 
the next two weeks if other 
countries release more gloomy 
economic data as expected. 
Japan, which said exports 
plunged by nearly half in 
February, will release a 
quarterly business sentiment 
survey called the “tankan” next 
Wednesday that experts say is 
likely to be quite gloomy. 
“Japan is the world’s third- 
largest oil consumer, and the

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What if women ran the world?

San Francisco - It is getting harder to escape the sense that most of 
the trouble in the world - whether it’s coming out of the Senate, a 
mortgage lender, or a tank turret - can be traced to one overriding 
problem: too many men steering. Had our economic, domestic, 
and foreign policy been more informed by women, we might be 
enjoying a safer ride. 

Doubt it? Here’s a test. Would any of the women you admire have 
set up a healthcare system as byzantine, costly, and underperforming 
as America’s? Or a financial system where mortgage lenders don’t 
have to care about being paid back? Or a bailout that spends $1 
trillion in public money to subsidize the purchase of junk debt from 
the same geniuses that generated it? 

It may be time for guys to hand over the keys, ask for directions, 
and sit (quietly, please) in the back seat for a while. 

Forget gender politics; just look at results. Our computer-based 
fantasy financial instruments have erased perhaps 45 percent of 
the world’s wealth. We’ve waged two wars at the same time for 
six years at a fully loaded cost in the trillions. And we’ve managed 
the simultaneous implosion of what amounts to most of the male 
industrial complex, from banks to newspapers to automakers. 
Women’s effectiveness as decisionmakers is well documented, 
even if it isn’t entirely accepted by either gender. 

An MIT study of female leaders running village councils in India 
found that by objective measures (building better wells, taking 
fewer bribes) women ran their villages better. American women 
are about to eclipse men in sheer payroll numbers - and they’re 
now majority owners of nearly half of the private companies in the 
country. Yet somehow the average working woman still devotes 
much more time to child care and housework. 

What’s clear is that, on average, men overestimate their IQ while 
women underestimate theirs. And that may be a clue, in terms of 
effectiveness: While decisiveness and risk-taking matter, hubris 
(too often male) creates problems. Humility and collaboration 
(more often female) solve them. What explains the difference? 

It could simply be a matter of emotional need, reinforced by 
generations of gender stereotyping. Seeking competition and 
challenge, guys do tend to cast things in shades of conflict: defaulting 
to a win/lose, right (“my”) position versus wrong (“yours”). On 
this point, scientists, who are mostly men, disagree. But there’s 
no doubt that social stability is compromised by masculine habits 
such as hostile takeovers, and paying enormous retention bonuses 
to men who’ve driven a business into the ground and have already 
left. 

The difference could be evolutionary. Primordial hunters (men) 
had to make rapid decisions and act on them, right or wrong, but 
quickly. Chase that bunny! Club that rival! Run away! Gatherers 
(women), meanwhile, needed an awareness of the larger context 
- knowing which berry bushes would ripen when, how to keep the 
kids from clonking each other with rocks, and generally holding 
the tribe together and getting things done. 

Or, in a world where our reverence for stature remains primitive, 
it’s possible women just have to be more creative, collaborative, 
and clever when they average five inches shorter and 27 pounds 
lighter than men. Q 
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What’s Behind the Geithner nebate?

Progressives, who have so far marched in rare 
lockstep behind President Obama, are falling out 
over Treasury Secretary Tim Geithner’s plan to get 
credit flowing again. At issue are conflicting visions 
of exactly what kind of economy should emerge on 
the other side of today’s crisis. 

Pundits and columnists traffic in certitudes, but the 
rest of us can be forgiven for not knowing whether 
the Geithner plan will actually work. We’re in terra 
incognita here, and analogies to the Great Crash 
of 1929, or more recent banking crises in Japan 
and Sweden, may be of limited utility. Amid all 
the complexity and uncertainty, the debate over 
Geithner’s proposal is a kind of ideological ink-blot 
test. 

Some liberal critics charge that it is nothing more 
than a continuation of the Bush-Paulson policy of 
propping up failed banks and financial institutions 
until the crisis somehow resolves itself. They 
question whether Geithner, a former governor 
of the New York Federal Reserve, is capable of 
administering sufficiently harsh medicine to his 
former peers in the realm of high finance. Many 
conservatives, relieved by the voters of primary 
responsibility for fixing the mess, are hoping to 
exploit populist anger over the massive wealth 
transfer from taxpayers to Wall Street. 

The essence of Geithner’s plan is to reanimate the 
market for the securitized mortgages and other loans 
that no one wants to buy now. Until banks can take 
these toxic assets off their books, they won’t be able 
to resume lending. Geithner proposes to use what’s 
left of the TARP (Troubled Assets Relief Fund) 
money to entice private actors, such as hedge funds, 
to buy the assets. 

The basic idea here is that these private money- 
managers will do a better job of pricing the assets 
than the government ever could. If the spoiled assets 
regain their value, these private buyers win—but so 
do taxpayers, who would no longer have to foot the 
whole bill for the failures of the past. 

Conversely, if the assets do not regain their value, 
then everybody loses. Well, almost everybody. In 
order to persuade private buyers to take the plunge 
into the toxic pool, the Geithner plan insures them 
against downside risk. 

Despite their admiration of Obama, many liberals 
are unhappy with this arrangement. They decry 
the plan as yet another subsidy to the very people 
whose reckless risk-taking in search of outsized 
profits got us into this mess. They complain that 
Geithner’s plan is, at best, a palliative that doesn’t 
address the underlying cause of seized-up credit 


markets — namely, the fact that major U.S. banks 
are, for all practical purposes, insolvent. Elizabeth 
Warren, a Harvard law professor who heads the 
panel Congress set up to oversee TARP, likens the 
Geithner plan to an IV drip for “zombie banks.” 
Putting the big banks on life support, in this view, 
merely prolongs the agony and could lead to a long 
period of Japanese-style stagnation. Better to follow 
the sterner Swedish model: Nationalize insolvent 
banks, wipe out equity holders, and return a smaller 
number of healthy banks with clean balance sheets 
to private hands. 

But nationalization could wind up costing taxpayers 
a fortune, while also causing collateral damage to the 
secondary market for securities backed by mortgages 
in other loans. Congress’ hot-headed reaction to the 
AIG bonus scandal did little to inspire confidence in 
the federal government’s ability to manage financial 
companies. Furthermore, Obama’s economic team 
seems willing to bet that bank assets are worth more 
than today’s depressed market prices suggest. 

In short, Obama and Geithner are working to 
restore the financial sector as it existed roughly a 
decade ago, before the frenzied run-up in real estate 
prices and the bubble in securitized loans. But as 
the president has said, the regulatory minimalism 
of the Bush years must be replaced with a new 
regime that extends oversight to hedge funds and 
derivatives and ensures that we never again face 
the necessity of bailing out companies that are too 
big or too interlaced to fail. The administration’s 
critics envision a more fundamental restructuring: a 
dramatic shrinking of the financial-services sector; 
an end to easy credit; a tight corset around any 
lending practices that might smack of seduction or 
predation; the permanent intrusion of government 
into matters of firm strategy and compensation; and, 
somewhat ironically, a return to the old, black-and- 
white days when conservative bankers took modest 
risks for modest profits. 

Given the unknowns about the real value of bank 
assets - and the palpable financial and political 
risks of a government takeover of big chunks of 
the U.S. financial sector - President Obama and 
Geithner have the better argument. The strong vote 
of confidence they received from the stock markets 
this week could just be a blip, but it could also 
signal a break in the pessimism that has dampened 
investors’ animal spirits since the crisis began last 
fall. 

Progressives ought to give the Obama-Geithner plan 
a chance to work, and leave talk of a more radical 
reordering of American capitalism for another

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Officials: Madonna trying to adopt Malawian child

BLANTYRE, Malawi - 
Madonna is planning to adopt 
a second child from Malawi, 
officials said Thursday, but 
questions have already been 
raised over whether the newly 
divorced pop star will face 
obstacles because of her single 
mom status. 

An official at the Malawi 
welfare department said the 
pop star had filed adoption 
papers in the southern African 
country. Another person in 
Malawi close to the case said 
Madonna would be there this 
weekend and a court could 
hear her adoption case as soon 
as Monday. 

A U.S. government official 
confirmed that an adoption bid 
by Madonna, an American, 
was under way. 

They all spoke on condition 
of anonymity due to the 
sensitivity of the subject. 
Madonna spokeswoman Liz 
Rosenberg in New York would 
not comment. 

Years ago, the singer was 
accused of using her celebrity 
status to circumvent Malawian 
adoptions laws when she 
adopted her son David — 


allegations she denies. That 
adoption became final in 
2008. 

Now there are concerns that 
rules again will be broken for 
the newly divorced Madonna 
as Malawi also does not 
approve adoptions for single 
or divorced parents. 

However, the Malawi welfare 
official said each case is 
considered on its merit. 
Malawian law is fuzzy on 
foreign adoptions. Regulations 
stipulate only that prospective 
parents undergo an 18- to 24- 
month assessment period in 
Malawi, a rule already bent 
when Madonna was allowed 
to take David to London. 
Madonna met David in 
October 2006 at a Malawian 
orphanage. His mother had 
died and his father was 
unable to care for him. She 
and her then-husband, British 
filmmaker Guy Ritchie, took 
David to their London home 
but it took two years for the 
adoption to become official. 
The adoption was a trying 
process for the singer, who 
said the criticism hurt. Some 
children’s advocacy groups 
accused her of breaking up 
a family. They claimed the 


child, who is now 3, should 
have remained in Malawi and 
the star should have instead 
offered to support his father. 
Rumors that Madonna wanted 
to adopt a girl from Malawi 
have been circulating for some 
time. But the first official hint 
came from the star herself last 
week. 

In an interview in Malawi’s 
leading daily The Nation, 
the singer said she was 
considering another adoption 
but would only do it if she had 
“the support of the Malawian 
people and government.” 
Before David’s adoption was 
finalized in May last year, a 
Malawi welfare official paid 
the family two home visits and 
wrote in a report that Madonna 
was a “perfect mum.” 

If the adoption goes through, 
the 50-year-old singer would 
become a single mother of 
four. She also has an 8-year- 
old son, Rocco, with Ritchie 
and a 12-year-old daughter, 
Lourdes, from a previous 
relationship. 

Madonna first traveled 
to Malawi in 2006 while 
doing charity work and 
filming a documentary on 
the devastating poverty and 


AIDS crisis there. Besides 
releasing her documentary “I 
Am Because We Are,” she is 
also establishing a school for 
girls there. 

Malawi is among the poorest 
countries in the world. Just 
over 14 percent of the country’s 
12 million people are infected 
with HIV, the virus that causes 
AIDS, and an estimated 1 
million children have been 
orphaned. 

In an interview last year,

Madonna said she planned to 
visit Malawi this month with 
all of her children, but it is 
unclear whether Madonna’s 
children will accompany her 
on this trip. 

She last visited Malawi a year 
ago, when she brought David 
and Lourdes with her.

Bob Barker returns to The Price is Bight

LOS ANGELES - Bob Barker returned to “The Price 
Is Right” — and this time he was the showcase. 
After nearly two years in retirement, the 85-year-old 
former game show host was invited to come on down 
to “The Price Is Right” to promote his upcoming 
memoir, “Priceless Memories,” due out April 6. 
Barker on Wednesday once again stood on the set 
where he had worked for 35 years. As he walked the 
halls of the studio, old co-workers greeted Barker 
with broad smiles, seemingly as happy to have him 
back as he was to be there. 

Dressed in a black suit with a hot pink shirt and 
matching tie, the silver-haired host appeared 
alongside successor Drew Carey near the finale of 
the show, which airs April 16, to present two prize 
showcases that were somewhat stretched to promote 
Barker’s memoir. 

One showcase, for example, featured a computer 
to order the book, a trip to New York City to buy a 
bundle of the books from the publisher, and a truck 
to haul them all back in. 

“That general idea was in their script, but I 
shamelessly overacted on a lot of it,” Barker said, 
laughing mischievously in his dressing room after 
the show. 

All 300 members of the show’s live studio audience 
also received a copy of the tome. 


Most days, Barker said his retirement has been filled 
with various projects helping animals. He also keeps 
in shape by exercising with light weights and an 
elliptical machine. 

“I have remarked that I better go back and start doing 
the show again to get a little rest,” Barker said. 

But despite his busy lifestyle, the veteran performer 
said he misses the excitement of “The Price is 
Right.” 

“I could never have done this show if I hadn’t enjoyed 
it, and one of the things I enjoyed was the excitement 
with the audience, the fun with the audience, the 
responses of the audience,” Barker said. 

“I’d done audience participation my entire adult 
life.” 

Barker taped his last regular episode — his 6,586th 
— of the popular CBS game show in June 2007, 
retiring after five decades on national television. 
Always the animal lover, Barker spends his free time 
with his dog, Jesse, and two rabbits, Mr. Rabbit and 
Honey Bunny.

Fargo works to keep back rising river

FARGO, North Dakota (AP) 
— North Dakota’s largest city 
moved to the brink of potentially 
disastrous flooding Thursday, 
with earlier optimism fading as 
officials predicted a river would 
reach a record-high crest of 41 
feet by the weekend. 

The Red River in Fargo was 
almost 39 feet by midday 
Thursday and was expected to 
crest Saturday. Its record was 
40.1 feet in 1897. 

Thousands of volunteers who 
have been piling sandbags for 
days scrambled to add another 
foot to Fargo’s dike protection 
against the river, and official 
briefings lost the jokes and 
quips that had broken the 
tension earlier in the week. 
Instead, Thursday’s meeting 
opened with a prayer. 

“We need all the help we can 
get,” Mayor Dennis Walaker 
said. 

President Barack Obama earlier 
this week declared the entire 
state of North Dakota a disaster 
area in response to widespread 
flooding. 

Residents who live on the 
Canadian side of the Red River, 
in Manitoba, began evacuating 
homes this week as ice-clogged 
culverts, ice jams and the rising 
river threatened nearby sites. 
Canadian officials said about 


850 people are on evacuation 
alert in southern Manitoba. 
At least 40 homes north of 
Winnipeg already have been 
evacuated. 

Senior flood forecaster Alf 
Warkentin says possible ice 
jams in the city of Winnipeg 
could cause overland flooding. 
He said flooding could be a 
threat for at least another three 
weeks. 

“We’re in for probably the worst 
two weeks that this community 
has ever seen in its entire 
existence,” said Steve Strang, a 
local mayor who has lived north 
of Winnipeg for over 20 years. 
Fargo, a city of 92,000, planned 
to distribute evacuation 
information to residents 
Thursday afternoon, but at 
least four nursing homes began 
moving residents without 
waiting. 

The sandbag-making operation 
at the Fargodome churned 
as furiously as ever, sending 
fresh bags out to volunteers 
who endured below-freezing 
temperatures in the race to 
sandbag to 43 feet. 

Similar sandbagging was 
under way across the river in 
Moorhead, Minnesota, where 
some homes in a low-lying 
northern township had already 
flooded. 

As the struggle continued 
in Fargo, the threat in the 


state capital of Bismarck was 
receding. A day after explosives 
were used to attack an ice jam 
on the Missouri River south of 
the city of 59,000, the river had 
fallen by 2.5 feet. At least 1,700 
people had been evacuated from 
low-lying areas of town before 
the river began to fall. 

Crews were rescuing stranded 
residents in rural areas south 
of Fargo. On Wednesday, 46 
people were rescued by airboat 
from 15 homes, and Cass 
County Sheriff Paul D. Laney 
said early Thursday that he had 
received another 11 evacuation 
requests from homeowners. 

As the river crept perilously 
close to houses built along the 
Red, residents held out hope 
that the final sandbagging effort 
would work. The southern parts 
of the city, mostly residential 
areas, were seen as most 
vulnerable, and the city was 
building contingency dikes 
behind the main dike in some 
areas. 

Richard Thomas, who lives in 
a subdivision south of Fargo, 
said the road leading into his 
neighborhood has washed 
out, leaving him stranded. His 
evacuation plan is a canoe tied 
to the back of his pickup. 

“I got about an hour’s sleep last 
night,” Thomas said Thursday 
morning. “I’m so tired I can’t 
think straight.’Q

As he headed into the novel

Obama is pressing his tax and 
spending plan as essential to 
long-term economic recovery 
by revamping the country’s 
crippling spending on health 
care and to putting the nation 
on a path toward energy 
independence in the midst of 
the worst economic downturn 
in decades and a financial 
crisis unmatched since the 
1930s Great Depression. 


The latest data released 
Thursday showed U.S. 
economy shrank at a 6.3 
percent pace at the end of 
2008, the worst showing in a 
quarter-century. 

As part of the administration 
effort, Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner returned to 
Congress on Thursday to detail 
plans for an extensive overhaul 
of financial regulations to 
increase oversight of such 
exotic instruments as credit 
default swaps that have been 
blamed for contributing to 
financial meltdown. 

They played a prominent role 
in the credit crisis that brought 
the downfall of investment 
banking giant Lehman 
Brothers Holdings Inc. last 
year and pushed insurance 
giant American International 
Group Inc. (AIG) to the 
brink of collapse, forcing the 
government to provide more 
than $180 billion in support. 
Obama kicked off a first-of-its- 
kind Internet-era town hall at 
the White House on Thursday, 
taking questions asked from a 
pool of more than 100,000 sent 
to the White House Web site 
as well as from the audience 


of about 100 that was on hand 
for the event at the presidential 
mansion. 

Many of the questions were 
on the economy. Obama 
reiterated his ideas of creating 
more jobs in high-paying, 
high-skill areas like clean 
energy technology to offset 
rising unemployment. Of the 
troubled housing market, he 
said his administration has 
made it easier for homeowners 
saddled with hefty mortgages 
and sinking home values to 
refinance at lower rates. 

The president used the 
session to explain his massive 
budget plan, a $3.6 trillion 
version of which the House 
of Representatives Budget 
Committee approved over 
objections from Republicans 
who say it spends, taxes 
and borrows too much. 
Administration critics argued 
Obama would drive the 
country into unsustainable 
debt. 

Obama defended his budget 
vigorously in the town 
hall meeting, evem as he 
acknowledged “a lot of critics 
out there.” “The money we are 
spending on education, health 


care and energy, if you add up 
all that increased money on 
what we’re spending, it’s still 
not driving up our long-term 
deficits,” he said. 

“We can’t shortchange the 
investments that will allow us 
to grow in the future,” Obama 
said. 

Both the House and Senate 
versions of the budget plan 
lack specifics for any of the 
administration’s signature 
proposals. And Democrats 
decided to cut spending and 
exploding deficits below levels 
envisioned in the Obama plan. 
Administration officials and 
congressional leaders said any 
differences were modest. 

“This budget will protect 
President Obama’s priorities 
— education, energy, health 
care, middle class tax relief and 
cut the deficit in half,” Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid 
said after the chief executive 
met privately in the Capitol 
with rank-and-file Democrats. 
On Thursday, House 
Republicans released their 
response to Obama’s budget, 
advocating tax cuts but 
offering few details in their 
glossy pamphlet.□

Sources: More U.S. 
troops for Afghan war

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Concerned about the faltering 
war in Afghanistan, President 
Barack Obama plans to 
dispatch thousands more 
military and civilian trainers 
on top of the 17,000 fresh 
combat troops he’s already 
ordered, people familiar with 
the forthcoming plan said 
Thursday. 

Obama, who plans to lay out 
his revamped strategy for 
Afghanistan and Pakistan 
on Friday, also will call for 
increasing aid to neighboring 
Pakistan as long as its leaders 
confront militants in the 
border region. 

Several sources told The 
Associated Press the strategy 
includes 20 recommendations 
for countering a persistent 
insurgency that spans the two 
countries’ border, including 
sending 4,000 U.S. trainers to 
try to increase the size of the 
Afghan army. 

“It is an integrated military- 
civilian strategy,” Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
told reporters in Monterrey, 
Mexico. 

“We are convinced that the 
most critical underpinning 
of any success we hope 
to achieve, along with the 
people and government of 
Afghanistan, will be looking 
at where civilian trainers, aid 
workers, technical assistance 
of all kinds can be best 
utilized.” 

Clinton declined to go into 
details to avoid pre-empting 
Obama’s announcement. 
White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs would not 
discuss specifics of the plan, 
but said Obama is beginning 
to discuss its findings with 
members of Congress 
and others. Obama’s top 
military advisers briefed key 
lawmakers Thursday. 

In broad terms, Obama will 
define U.S. objectives as 
eliminating the threat from 
al-Qaida to undermine or 
topple U.S.-backed elected 
governments or to launch 
attacks on the United States, 


its interests and allies, the 
sources said. 

Sources described the 
recommendations on condition 
of anonymity because the final 
wording was not complete. 
The new plan identified al- 
Qaida as the target in a larger 
network of insurgents who 
threaten U.S. and allied forces 
in Afghanistan, often from 
sanctuaries across the border 
in Pakistan. 

The additional 4,000 
troops devoted to training 
and advising the Afghan 
armed forces would head to 
Afghanistan this spring and 
summer. They come on top 
of about 17,000 combat and 
support troops Obama wants 
in place by the end of the 
summer. 

Sen. Carl Levin, chairman 
of the Armed Services 
Committee, said the training 
group is needed because there 
aren’t enough U.S. military 
advisers there now. 

“We’ve got to increase the 
size (of the Afghan army) 


much more quickly than 
contemplated and the trainers 
are the key to that,” said Levin, 
a Democrat. 

Sen. John McCain, a 
Republican, said it seemed 
like a viable strategy as long 
as the manpower is there. 

“I know we need more than 
the 17,000,” he said. 

Officials said there will 
be a directed campaign to 
focus attention on tribal and 
provincial leaders across 
the expansive country. With 
the bulk of the population 
living outside urban centers 
in small, far-flung villages, 
U.S. officials believe it would 
be more productive to build 
support, foster development 
and break down extremist ties 
district by district. 

The plan will not abandon the 
central government in Kabul, 
said officials, but neither will 
it rely on bolstering efforts to 
govern from the capital. 

Levin said the strategy 
will identify benchmarks 
to measure success in

Afghanistan. “Uncertainty is 
not the kind of commitment 
they need to succeed,” he 
said. 

The forthcoming White 
House review also says the 
U.S. will add hundreds of 
civilian advisers to those 
already in Afghanistan. The 
so-called civilian surge would 
concentrate on improving 
life for ordinary Afghans, 
and would include experts 
in agriculture in a country

where subsistence farming is 
the norm. The civilians are 
also meant to help extend 
government services and the 
administration of justice. 

The plan notes that the top U.S. 
general in Afghanistan still 
wants some 10,000 or 11,000 
additional U.S. forces next 
year, but does not say whether 
Obama intends to fulfill that 
request now, sources said.

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Treasury unveils extensive financial system overhaul

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States on Thursday 
unveiled a sweeping overhaul 
of the financial system in an 
effort to prevent a repeat of the 
banking crisis that has toppled 
once-mighty institutions and 
wiped out trillions of dollars 
in investor wealth. 

Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner told lawmakers that 
the changes are needed to 
fix the flaws exposed by the 
current financial crisis, the 
worst to hit America in seven 
decades. 

The goal is to repair a system 
that has proven “too unstable 
and fragile,” he said. 

“Over the past 18 months, we 
have faced the most severe 
global financial crisis in 
generations,” Geithner said 
in testimony to the House 
Financial Services Committee. 
“To address this will require 
comprehensive reform. Not 
modest repairs at the margin, 
but new rules of the game.” 
The administration’s 

proposal, which will require 
congressional approval, would 
represent a major expansion 
of federal authority over the 
financial system. It would 
impose tougher standards on 
financial institutions judged 
to be so big that their failure 
would represent a risk to the 
entire system. 

It also would extend federal 
regulations for the first time 
to all trading in financial 
derivatives, exotic financial 
instruments such as credit 
default swaps that were blamed

for much of the damage in the 
meltdown. 

The administration also 
wants larger hedge funds to 
be required to register with 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, which would 
open their books to inspection 
by regulators. 

Hedge funds have grown 
explosively in recent years 
while operating secretively. 
They have lured an increasing 
number of ordinary investors, 
pension funds and university 
endowments — meaning 
millions of Americans now 
unwittingly invest in hedge 
funds indirectly. 

In addition, the administration 
proposed the creation of 
a systemic risk regulator 
to monitor the biggest 
institutions. Geithner did 
not designate where such 
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authority should reside, but the 
administration is expected to 
support awarding this power to 
the Federal Reserve. 

The plan also includes a 
measure that Geithner and 
Fed Chairman Ben Bemanke 
discussed before the 
committee on Tuesday to give 
the administration expanded 
powers to take over major 
nonbank financial institutions, 
such as insurance companies 
and hedge funds that were 
teetering on the brink of 
collapse. 

That power was aimed 
at preventing a repeat of 
the problems surrounding 
insurance giant American 
International Group Inc., which 
sparked a furor last week when 
it was revealed the company 
had distributed $165 million 
in bonuses to employees of 
its financial products group. 
The unit specialized in trading 
credit default swaps, the 
instruments that drove the 
company to near-collapse last 
fall. 

“Let me be clear,” Geithner 
told the committee. “The 
days when a major insurance 
company could bet the house 
on credit default swaps with no 
one watching and no credible 
backing to protect the company 
or taxpayers must end.” 

The administration, pushing 
for quick action on its reform 
agenda, sent Congress a 61- 
page bill dealing with the 
expanded powers to seize 
control of nonbank institutions 
late Wednesday. 

The House committee, chaired 


by Rep. Barney Frank, a 
Massachusetts Democrat, has 
indicated it could move on the 
measure as early as next week. 
Frank said the overhaul should 
ensure the government has 
more options and can avoid 
repeating the unattractive 
choices it faced last fall of 
letting Lehman Brothers fail, 
which sent a shock wave to the 
entire financial system, and 
propping up AIG with billions 
of dollars. 

“We are looking for an 
alternative method to avoid 
those polar extremes,” he said. 
While many Democratic 
lawmakers expressed support 
for Geithner’s proposals, 
Republicans questioned 

whether the overhaul would 
give federal regulators too 
much power. 

“Forgive me if I am a skeptic 
... when I hear that if we only 
have a systemic regulator it 
will never happen again,” Rep. 
Scott Garrett, a New Jersey 
Republican, told Geithner. 
Geithner’s plan is silent on 
whether any consolidation 
of regulators is needed. It 
provided only a broad outline 
on many of the initiatives, 
leaving many thorny details to 
be worked out in Congress. 
Administration officials 

promised that the remaining 
issues would be hammered out 
in consultation with Congress 
with the goal of getting 
legislation approved as quickly 
as possible. 

The administration wants hedge 
funds and other private pools 
of capital, including private 


equity funds and venture 
capital funds, to be required to 
register with the SEC if their 
assets exceed a certain size. 
The threshold amount has yet 
to be determined. 

The proposal on credit default 
swaps and other derivatives 
would require the markets on 
which they are traded to be 
regulated for the first time, 
and for the buying and selling 
of these instruments to be 
conducted in ways that will 
foster greater oversight. 

Credit default swaps, which 
trade in a $60 trillion global 
market without government 
oversight, are contracts to 
insure against the default of 
financial instruments like 
bonds and corporate debt. 
They played a prominent role 
in the credit crisis that brought 
the downfall of investment 
banking giant Lehman 
Brothers Holdings Inc. last 
fall and nearly unraveled AIG, 
forcing the government to 
provide more than $ 180 billion 
in support. 

Hedge funds, vast pools of 
capital holding an estimated 
$1.5 trillion in assets, operate 
mostly outside of government 
supervision. As the market 
crisis deepened last fall, 
hedge fund selling was widely 
cited as one of the reasons 
for increased volatility that 
pounded stocks and bonds. 
Hedge funds also suffered 
huge losses last year, notably 
from investments in securities 
tied to subprime mortgages. 
The outline of the regulatory 
reform was unveiled a week 
before President Barack 
Obama is scheduled to meet for 
discussions among the Group 
of 20 major industrialized 
and developing countries in 
London to assess what needs 
to be done to deal with the 
global financial crisis. 

While the administration 
is pushing other nations to 
follow the U.S. lead in putting 
together sizable economic 
stimulus programs to jump- 
start global growth, many in 
Europe are resisting those 
calls and arguing that the U.S. 
needs to do more to toughen 
financial regulations. They 
believe the current troubles 
can be traced to lax regulation 
in the U.S. over such key areas 
as hedge funds and credit

MAGEE, Mississippi (AP) — 
A tornado destroyed dozens of 
homes and businesses in this 
small Mississippi community 
early Thursday, injuring 
20 people and flattening a 
church. 

The fierce storm system 
also scattered thunderstorms 
across the South as it churned 
eastward, leaving a trail of 
ripped-up rooftops, shattered 
mobile homes, and downed 
power lines and trees. 

Mayor Jimmy Clyde in the 
south-central town of Magee 


said stunned residents were 
still surveying the destruction 
from a pre-dawn twister that 
smashed through dozens of 
homes, apartment duplexes 
and even toppled a church and 
cemetery tombstones.

Hundreds of Pa. juvenile 
convictions reversed

ALLENTOWN, Pa. 
Pennsylvania’s highest court 
on Thursday overturned 
hundreds of juvenile 
convictions issued by a corrupt 
judge who took millions of 
dollars in kickbacks from 
youth detention centers. 

The state Supreme Court 
ruled that former Luzerne 
County President Judge 
Mark Ciavarella violated the 
constitutional rights of youth 
offenders who appeared in his 
courtroom without lawyers 
between 2003 and 2008. 
“Today’s order is not intended 
to be a quick fix,” Chief 
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Justice Ronald Castille said 
in a statement. “It’s going 
to take some time, but the 
Supreme Court is committed 
to righting whatever wrong 
was perpetrated on Luzerne’s 
juveniles and their families.” 
In one of the most egregious 
cases of judicial corruption 
ever seen, federal prosecutors 


charged Ciavarella and 
another Luzerne County judge, 
Michael Conahan, with taking 
$2.6 million in payoffs to put 
juvenile offenders in privately 
owned lockups. 

The judges pleaded guilty 
to fraud last month and face 
sentences of more than seven 
years in prison. □

North Korea positions rocket lor April liftoff

SEOUL, South Korea - North 
Korea’s positioning of a rocket 
on its east coast launchpad 
ratcheted up tensions Thursday 
with Washington, which 
warned that pushing ahead with 
the April launch would violate 
a U.N. ban and have serious 
consequences. 

Pyongyang says the rocket 


is designed to carry its 
Kwangmyongsong-2 satellite 
into orbit, an accomplishment 
timed for the eve of the 
inaugural session of North 
Korea’s new parliament and for 
late founder Kim II Sung’s April 
15 birthday. 

But regional powers suspect the 
North will use the launch to test 
the delivery technology for a 
long-range missile, one capable 
of striking Alaska, or may even 
test-fire the intercontinental 
Taepodong-2 missile itself. 
Keeping speculation about the 
payload alive, North Korea 
reportedly has kept the top of 
the rocket covered. 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs on Thursday 
reiterated comments made a 
day earlier by Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton that any rocket 
launch would be “provocative” 
and violate Security Council 
resolutions. 

Clinton warned that the launch 
could jeopardize the stalled 
talks on supplying North Korea 
with aid and other concessions 


in exchange for dismantling its 
nuclear program. 

The U.N. Security Council 
banned North Korea from any 
ballistic activity in 2006. 

“We intend to raise this 
violation of the Security Council 
resolution, if it goes forward, 
in the U.N.,” Clinton said 
Wednesday in Mexico City. 
“This provocative action in 
violation of the U.N. mandate 
will not go unnoticed, and there 
will be consequences.” 

North Korea responded by 
threatening “strong steps” if 
the Security Council so much 
as criticizes the launch, and 
suggested it will reverse nuclear 
disablement carried out so far 
if sanctions are levied. Any 
challenge to its satellite launch 
would mean an immediate 
nullification of disarmament 
agreements, the Foreign 
Ministry said in a statement 
carried late Thursday by the 
state-run Korean Central News 
Agency. 

The diplomatic tussle puts North 
Korea right where it wants to be: 


at the center of Washington’s 
attention, analysts said. 

“This action is something 
that cannot be ignored. ... 
This is a way to get attention 
from the U.S. and the Obama 
administration,” said Daniel 
Pinkston, a Seoul-based analyst 
for the International Crisis 
Group think tank. “The North 
Korean leadership probably 
believes this will help achieve 
their objective of engaging the 
U.S.” 

Analysts say Pyongyang is 
angling to establish direct 
relations with President Barack 
Obama’s White House in 
hopes of circumventing the 
international disarmament 
talks that require the North to 
dismantle its nuclear program 
in exchange for much-needed 
aid. 

Complicating the diplomacy is 
the detention of two American 
journalists, Euna Lee and Laura 
Ling of former Vice President 
A1 Gore’s online media venture 
Current TV, for allegedly 
crossing into North Korea 


illegally from China last week. 
North Korea could use the 
Americans as bargaining chips, 
said North Korea expert Koh Yu- 
hwan of Dongguk University. 
He called their detention 
an “unexpected gift” for 
Pyongyang, giving the regime 
added leverage in its push for 
direct talks with Washington. 
“The timing couldn’t be better 
for North Korea,” Pinkston 
said. “It strengthens the North’s 
bargaining position with the 
U.S. in dealing with the nuclear 
issue.” 

North Korea had declared last 
month that it was making “brisk 
headway” in preparations to 
shoot the satellite into space, 
and notified aviation and 
maritime authorities the launch 
would happen April 4-8. 

U.S. spy satellites spotted 
the rocket two days ago, 
South Korean media reports 
said. Counterterrorism and 
intelligence officials in 
Washington confirmed a rocket 
was in position. □

Maj. Avital Leibovich, an 
army spokeswoman, said 
Thursday that the military had 
completed an investigation 
and determined that a total of 
1,166 Palestinians were killed 
in the operation. It found that 
709 were Hamas militants, 
while 295 were civilians, 
including 89 minors and 49 
women. It was unclear whether 
another 162 men who died 
were militants or civilians. 

The figures clashed with 
numbers released last week 
by the Palestinian Center for 
Human Rights, which said 
1,417 people were killed, 
including more than 900 
civilians. Its toll included the 
names and ages of all of the 
dead. 

The Israeli military said it 
also had a list of names, but 
the army did not provide it to 
reporters. 

The Palestinian center 
Thursday called the Israeli 
report “a deliberately 
manipulative attempt to distort 
the reality of the offensive 
and to disguise Israel’s illegal 
actions.” It said, for instance, 
that Israel wrongly classified 
255 “noncombatant” police 
officers killed at the outset of 
the war as militants. 

The heavy civilian death toll 
caused an international outcry 
and fueled calls from human 
rights groups for a war crimes 
investigation against Israel. 

An Israeli military school’s 
publication last week of 


soldiers’ accounts of wanton 
destruction and slack rules of 
engagement that may have 
caused unnecessary civilian 
deaths, has added to the 
uproar. 

The military’s report was 
unlikely to resolve the debate 
over the death toll, although 
Leibovich said the army’s 
information was “checked, 
crisscrossed and double- 
checked with the different 
intelligence bodies in Israel.” 
When asked to explain the 
discrepancy, she said “you 
have to ask your Palestinian 
sources” and acknowledged it 
was not a precise science. 

“We are receiving different 
information from different 
sources, the majority of which 
is not based on hard evidence,” 
she said. “I can tell you for 
a fact that our information is 
checked according to different 
intelligence organizations and 
Palestinian authorities and 
these are the right figures.” 
Israel waged the war in Gaza in 
an attempt to weaken Hamas, 
which it considers a terrorist 
group, and halt persistent 
rocket fire from Gaza on 
Israeli border towns. 

Israel blames Hamas for the 
heavy civilian casualties, 
saying the group launches 
attacks from schools and 
residential areas and uses 
civilians as “human shields” 
to deter Israeli attacks. 
President Barack Obama’s 
administration has promised 
to become “vigorously 
engaged” in the search to end

has been sentenced to one year 
of probation for misleading 
Congress about the use of 
performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

Tejada faced possible prison 
time, but U.S. Magistrate 
Judge Alan Kay issued a 
sentence of probation, 100 
hours of community service 
and a $5,000 fine. Kay waived 
drug testing often required of 
other convicts on probation 
and said he wouldn’t restrict 
the Houston Astros player’s 
travel.

Gore was not seeing any results 
from an overhaul to his swing 
until he ran off three birdies 
over the final four holes for 
a 5-under 65 that gave him a 
one-shot lead. 

Woods was in the water, in 
the trees and in a foul mood 
until he had eight consecutive 
one-putts — including four 
straight birdies — that put him 
in a good frame of mind with 
a 68 on a course where he has 
won five times as a pro. 

“I was not hitting it well, and 
I had to scramble and grind 
it out and manage to score,” 


LONDON (AP) — Promoter 
Don King has filed a protest 
over Marco Antonio Barrera’s 
loss to Amir Khan, saying the 
lightweight bout should have 
been declared a no-contest 
after their accidental early 
clash of heads. 

Khan won the March 14 fight 
in Manchester after the ring 
doctor stopped the contest in 
the fifth round. 

Barrera had sustained a huge 
cut on the left side of his head 
during the second minute of 
the fight when the two boxers 
banged heads. Blood spilled 
into his left eye through the 
remaining rounds. 

Had the fight been stopped in 
the fourth round it would have 
been declared a no-contest, 
triggering a rematch. 

King filed his complaint with 
the British Boxing Board 
of Control, World Boxing 
Organization and World 
Boxing Association.

Harrington 
saved par from the water on 
the 18th for a 70.

water at No. 6 for double 
bogey, was lucky to escape 
with pars at the turn and made 
four birdies on the back nine 
to get off to a good start. 

The only other player at Bay 
Hill with such charisma is 
Palmer, the tournament host. 
Gore can attest to that. 

He was 11 when his family 
went to Pittsburgh one summer 
and Gore had his mother drive 
him to Latrobe Country Club. 
They walked into the pro 
shop and asked if the King 
was around, and before long 
Palmer drove up in a cart that 
looked like a tractor. 

“He took a picture with us, 
signed a scorecard and he said, 
‘Son, I’m going to go hit balls. 
Would like to come watch?”’ 
Gore said. “I sat right on the 
little slope right behind the 
first tee and watched Mr. 
Palmer hit balls for about 45 
minutes. And from that point 


on, I knew I wanted to be a 
professional golfer.” 

Gore is a U.S. PGA Tour 
winner, but the golf hasn’t 
gone so well lately. 

He lost his tour card last year, 
then decided after Q-school to 
work with Mike Abbott and 
redo his swing. Gore wouldn’t 
ordinarily make it to an 
event like the Arnold Palmer 
Invitational, but he received 
an exemption. 

That was no accident. 

Gore told Palmer last year at a 
corporate outing how much he 
had influenced his life. When 
he saw him earlier this month 
at Seminole, he thanked 
Palmer for the exemption. 
Palmer winked at him and 
replied, “I never forgot that 
story.” “The littlest things he 
does for a punk dressed in surf 
clothes who was trespassing 
on his property changes lives,” 
Gore said. □

Also, American teenager Taylor Phinney won the individual 
pursuit, Morgan Kneisky of France captured the scratch title, 
Germany’s Maximilian Levy won the keirin, and Britain 
outpaced New Zealand for the women’s team pursuit crown. 
McCulloch and Meares finished the sprint in a blistering 
33.149 seconds. Pendleton and Reade, world champions the 
previous two years, crossed in 33.380. Lithuania beat France 
to finish third. 

“We really did have to beat the best in the game to do it, and 
that’s a great feeling,” Meares said. “It’s such a big high.” 
Pendleton and Reade, also the BMX world champ, thought 
they had enough speed. 

“After the first ride Shanaze and I knew we needed to find 
another tenth (of a second) to beat the Australian team. We 
both did, but we didn’t anticipate the Australians would find 
more speed for the final,” Pendleton said. 

Kneisky gave France its second gold medal of the competition 
with his win in the scratch race. Riding most of the 60 laps in 
a breakaway group of six riders, Kneisky made his move on 
the final turn to edge past Angel Dario Colla of Argentina and 
Travis Meyer of Australia at the line. Colla took the silver and 
Meyer the bronze. 

“It’s unimaginable, it’s fantastic, it’s a dream,” said Kneisky, 
who will also compete in the madison on Saturday. 

Britain’s Mark Cavendish, a sprint standout who won the 
Milan-San Remo classic last week, fell back early and finished

seventh. 

Phinney, meanwhile, outclassed Jack Bobridge of Australia in 
4 minutes, 17.631 seconds to win his first world pursuit title. 
Bobridge finished almost three seconds back. 

“I came here and definitely expected myself to win,” Phinney 
said. “I came and did what I had to do and it feels good.” 

The 18-year-old Phinney, the son of 1984 Olympic medalists 
Connie Carpenter-Phinney and Davis Phinney, set a new U.S. 
record of 4:15.160 in qualifying, breaking the mark he set at the 
World Cup last month in Copenhagen. 

“My mom was pursuit world champion, my dad was a great 
sprinter, so I sort of see myself as having this big genetic 
advantage over everybody else, and it’s sort of written in my 
gene code that I should be good at this event,” Phinney said. “So 
it’s something that I take forward and have a little mental edge 
over everybody else.” 

Elizabeth Armitstead, Wendy Houvenaghel and Joanna Rowsell 
successfully defended Britain’s team pursuit title against New 
Zealand’s Lauren Ellis, Jaime Nielsen and Alison Shanks in the 
final. It was Britain’s first gold at the 2009 championships after 
dominating last year’s worlds. 

Australia beat the Netherlands for the bronze. 

In the men’s keirin, Maximilian Levy edged Francois Pervis of 
France and Teun Mulder of the Netherlands to claim the gold 
in a wild sprint finish. Pervis finished second and Mulder was 
third. 

“I could feel with one lap to go when I got to the front that it’s 
so fast and just go, go, go, and then I crossed the finish line,” 
Levy said. 

Britain’s Chris Hoy has dominated the event in recent years, but 
was missing after injuring his hip last month in Copenhagen. 
Olympic silver medalist Ross Edgar of Britain finished fourth, 
while teammate Matthew Crampton was fifth.□

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Clinton visila a Virgen do Guadalupe 
y policias on Mexico 


MONTERREY, Mexico (Reuters) - La 
secretaria de Estado estadounidense Hillary 
Clinton deposito un arreglo de rosas blancas en 
la Basilica de Guadalupe y vio a la policia tomar 
por asalto un avion en un simulacro de rescate 
de rehenes el jueves durante el cierre de su visita 
de dos dias a Mexico. 

Imagenes tan desiguales ilustran la complejidad 
de la relacion entre Estados Unidos y Mexico, 
paises ligados por lazos culturales y familiares, 
pero ademas por el trafico ilegal de drogas y la 
violencia que genera.

“Estos dos dias han mostrado claramente la 
amplitud y profundidad de la relacion Estados 
Unidos-Mexico”, dijo Clinton enuna conferencia 
en la nortena ciudad de Monterrey.

Nacional, informo el jueves 
un oficial de alto rango. El 
nuevo plan que se develo 
forma parte de las intensiones 


de las izquierdistas Fuerzas 
Armadas Revolucionarias 
de Colombia (FARC) 
para ejecutar un golpe de 
resonancia que desprestigie 
la politica de seguridad del 
presidente Alvaro Uribe, 
aseguraron fuentes militares. 
El director de la Policia 
Nacional, general Oscar 
Naranjo, dijo que en los 
ultimos 22 meses se han 
develado 11 planes para 


asesinar a Santos, quien 
coordina la lucha de las 
Fuerzas Armadas contra la 
guerrilla y el narcotrafico 
y se perfila como posible 
candidate para remplazar a 
Uribe en el 2010. 

El oficial preciso que el plan 
se descubrio despues de 
que el Ejercito confisco un 
computador de las FARC 
en el que estaba detallado. 
Naranjo aseguro que esa 


informacion permitio 

capturar a 10 guerrilleros de 
la columna Teofilo Forero 
de las FARC, 8 de ellos en 
Anapoima, una poblacion 
ubicada cerca a Bogota en 
donde Santos suele pasar 
los fines de semana con su 
familia. 

“El plan estaba en marcha, 
nos incautamos de una 
motocicleta pintada con 
los simbolos de la policia, 
de uniformes de la Policia 
Nacional, un fusil y varias 
armas cortas”, declare el 
oficial. 

FRUSTRADO 

MAGNICIDIO 

“Hemos evitado un 
magnicidio, toda la celula 
esta capturada y este plan 
terrorista de las FARC 
neutralizado”, explico el 
oficial. Las Fuerzas Armadas 
permanecen en estado de 
maxima alerta para evitar 
acciones de la guerrilla, que 
de acuerdo con informacion 
de inteligencia pretende 
celebrar el primer aniversario 
de la muerte de su maximo 
lider, Manuel Marulanda, 
con ataques de gran impacto. 
Marulanda murio el 26 de 


marzo del 2008 de un ataque 
al corazon, mientras que Raul 
Reyes, otro lider de las FARC, 
fallecio ese mismo mes en 
un bombardeo de militares 
colombianos en Ecuador e 
Ivan Rios fue asesinado por 
uno de sus escoltas. 

Ese grupo guerrillero ha sido 
diezmado por la ofensiva 
militar y paso de tener unos 
17.000 combatientes en el 
ano 2000 a unos 9.000 en 
la actualidad, una reduction 
que ademas de las muertes 
en combates se debe a la 
desertion de miles de sus 
integrantes, de acuerdo con 
el Gobiemo. 

Pese a que los ataques con 
explosivos se han reducido 
en los ultimos anos, al 
igual que los asesinatos, las 
masacres y los secuestros, 
aun se presentan como parte 
del conflicto intemo de mas 
de cuatro decadas que cobra 
miles de vidas. 

“Toda nuestra solidaridad 
con el senor ministro, con 
su familia, y toda nuestra 
determination de combatir 
a los terroristas”, dijo el 
presidente Uribe al referirse 
al frustrado plan contra 
Santos. □
